Don’t  Give  it  Away! 

WHAT  is  the  garage  trade  in  business  for?  To  sell 
service,  or  to  give  it  away?  The  answer  is  obvious  to 
most,  as  it  should  be,  but  it  is  apparently  still  not 
obvious  to  all.  Though  it  is  principally  newcomers  to  business 
who  have  to  learn  that  offers  of  “free”  this  and  that  usually 
means  dangling  a  mackerel  to  catch  a  sprat,  old  hands  also 
sometimes  prove  to  be  equally  bad  fishermen. 

That  is  why  we  give  the  reminder  that  garagists  who 
receive  suggestions  from  manufacturers,  or  from  any  other 
source,  that  they  should  make  a  Christmas  gift  of  “free” 
service  to  their  customers,  as  a  way  of  fostering  goodwill  and 
attracting  business,  would  be  well  advised  to  think  carefully 
before  adopting  any  such  idea.  One  scheme  launched  this 
year  consists  of  selling  Christmas  cards  to  dealers  for  sending 
to  their  customers,  the  cards  containing  an  invitation  to  come 
along  in  the  New  Year  for  a  “free”  valet  service. 

Goodness  knows,  we  are  not  advocating  that  the  motor 
trade  should  become  Scrooge-like.  Far  from  it.  By  all  means 
give  gifts  to  customers  if  that  is  considered  good  policy  for 
the  firm  concerned.  But  let  the  presents  be  in  the  pencil  or 
diary  class — that  is,  not  connected  with  motoring. 

Does  the  wise  printer  give  away  printing  jobs  as  Christmas 
gifts?  Does  the  publican  give  away  beer?  Not  on  your  life! 
Many  of  them  send  small  tokens  of  the  goodwill  which  they 
feel  towards  their  best  customers,  but  they  usually  know  better 
than  to  debase  the  quality  of  their  own  products  or  services 
by  throwing  them  around. 

For  that  is  the  effect  created  by  the  garagist  who  gives 
away  his  service  “for  nothing.”  He  depreciates  its  value  in 
the  minds  of  his  customers.  A  far  better  Idea  is  the  positive 
one  of  selling  his  customers  books  of  vouchers  which  they  can 
present  to  their  motoring  friends,  the 
vouchers  to  be  exchangeable  at  any  time 
for  valeting  or  greasing  service,  or  what- 
have-you,  at  the  garage  which  issued  them.

Useful  lead 

Amongst  the  range  of  lamps 
and  accessories  manufactured 
by  the  Bosch  company,  interest 
will  be  centred  largely  on  the  sys¬ 
tem  of  flashing  direction  signals, 
which  are  now  available  as  alternative 
to  the  normal  semaphore  arm  type. 

The  flashing  type  of  direction  indi¬ 
cator  has  been  in  use  abroad  to  a 
great  extent  for  some  time,  and,  as 
recent  legislation  has  authorised 
flashing  signals  of  approved  types  in 
Britain,  their  operation  where  fitted 
on  German  vehicles  will  provide  a 
lead  towards  dealing  with  equipment 


••  — 

j  Itiinetullic 
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of  this  kind  when  it  becomes  more 
general  on  British  cars,  besides  those 
of  continental  or  American  origin. 

The  Bosch  system  of  “blinkers” — 
as  they  are  termed — provides  a  com¬ 
bination  of  two  or  four  lamps  recessed 
into  the  front  and  rear  wings,  or 
mounted  in  the  bodywork,  and  con¬ 
nected  through  a  circuit  which  is 
automatically  interrupted  at  intervals 
of  approximately  one  half-second 
while  switched  on. 

“Flasher”  principle 

The  interrupting  device,  or  “flasher,” 
works  on  the  principle  of  a  bimetallic 
spring  blade,  consisting  of  two  metals 
having  dissimilar  heat  coefficient 
characteristics.  Under  a  change  of 
temperature  the  blade  expands  or  con¬ 
tracts  unevenly — one  side  more  than 
the  other — with  the  result  that  the 
blade  bends  or  distorts  in  proportion. 
When  the  temperature  is  restored  to 
its  original  level,  the  blade  again 
resumes  its  original  form. 
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4.  Lighting 

Explanation  of  the  Bosch  systen 
signals  :  Grille- type  horns 


The  operating  principle  of  a  flasher 
is  illustrated  in  Fig.  1.  If  we  have  two 
bimetallic  blades  arranged  as  B1  and 
B2,  each  having  the  metal  with  the 
greater  expansion  factor  on  the  side 
which  faces  the  opposite  blade  (sides 
ES),  then  an  increase  of  temperature 
will  cause  each  blade  to  distort  in  the 
direction  indicated  by  the  arrows. 

The  blades  can  be  fitted  with  con¬ 
tacts,  as  at  Cl  and  C2,  at  the  tips, 
while  the  other  end  of  each  can  be 
securely  mounted  on  a  fixed  block  or 
bracket,  as  at  Bl.  Distortion  will  now 
cause  the  tips  to  separate,  and  in  so 
doing,  the  contacts  will  be  opened. 
Restoration  of  original  temperature 
will  cause  the  blades  to  straighten 
again  and  the  contacts  will  again 
close. 

Resistance  heater  windings 

Fig.  2  shows  the  Fig.  1  arrangement 
with  the  addition  of  the  resistance 
heater  windings  HI  and  H2,  each  of 
which  is  wound  on  one  of  the  two 
blades  but  Insulated  from  it  by  sheet 
mica. 

Fig.  2  also  indicates  that  the  resis¬ 
tance  windings  are  connected  in  series 
with  each  other  and  with  the  pair  of 
contact  blades.  If  the  terminals  are 
connected  across  a  source  of  voltage, 
current  will  flow  through  the  heater 
windings  and  cause  their  temperature 
to  rise.  The  heat  is  transferred  to  the

The  circuit  arrangement  used  when 
two  pairs  of  signal  lamps  are  used,  is 
shown  in  Fig.  5.  The  lamps  in  this 
case  are  mounted  in  the  wings  or 
bumpers,  and  are  so  wired  that  the 
offside  and  nearside  lamps  light  in 
pairs  at  front  and  rear  to  indicate  the 
direction  in  which  the  driver  intends 
to  turn. 

The  wiring  to  flasher  and  signal 
switch  is  the  same  as  in  the  Fig.  4 
layout,  but  the  indicator  lamp  in  the 
signal  switch  ceases  to  flash  alto¬ 
gether,  should  one  lamp  fail. 

All  the  horns  listed  in  the  Bosch 
range  are  of  the  grille  type,  having  < 
no  trumpets.  They  are  used  singly 
or  in  matched  pairs,  giving  a  two- 
note  combination.  The  well-known 
high-frequency  diaphragm  con¬ 
struction  is  employed  in  all  cases. 
Where  dual  horns  are  fitted,  the 
wiring  is  run  through  a  relay  in 
order  to  avoid  the  volt  drop  caused 
by  the  push  switch  carrying  the 
heavier  current. 

Fig.  6  shows  the  circuit  arrange¬ 
ment  of  a  horn  relay.  The  horns

The  heavy  lines  indicate  the  path  of 
main  current,  from  which  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  only  current  carried  by 
the  push  is  the  small  flow  through  the 
magnet  winding.  In  addition  to  keep¬ 
ing  heavy  main  current  out  of  the 
push  circuit,  the  relay  also  enables  the 
main  circuit  to  be  kept  short  and 
direct,  with  a  minimum  voltage  drop. 

The  modern  tendency  to  the  use  of 
dual-filament  headlamp  bulbs  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  driving  and  dipped  beam  is 
featured  throughout  the  whole  range 
of  Bosch  headlamps.  The  type  of 
single-pole  two-way  switch  used  to 
change  over  from  one  filament  to  the 
other  has  already  been  referred  to  in 
previous  articles. 
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York  Garagists  Up  in  Arms 

At  I,MJ,  West  Region  Chairman* s  call  to  eliminate 
“  back-street  traders  and  auctioneers  ** 


Reported  in  public  Press 

ARAGISTS  in  York  are  concerned. 
Those  who  are  members  of  the  Insti¬ 
tute  of  the  Motor  Industry  are 
particularly  concerned.  They  are  concerned 
about  the  remarks  made  by  a  speaker  at 
the  annual  dinner  of  the  York  Centre  last 
week,  and  about  the  Press  publicity  that 
resulted. 

The  speaker  was  I.M.I.  West  Region  Chair¬ 
man  Percy  W,  Johnson,  and,  according  to 
the  Press  report — which  was  headed  “Motor 
Trade  ‘Rag  Tag’  Must  Go” — he  said  :  — 

It  was  the  duty  of  the  Institute  to  organ¬ 
ise  the  industry  on  sound  educational  lines, 
to  eliminate  the  hack  street  trader  and 
auctioneer,  and  to  do  for  the  industry  what 
the  British  Medical  Association  has  done  for 
the  medical  profession. 

The  motor  trade  had  become  diseased  and 
undignified,  particularly  since  the  last  war. 
The  trade  needed  young  blood,  qualified 
both  technically  and  in  social  graces  to 
replace  the  rag-tag  street  merchants  and 
backyard  auctioneers. 

The  York  motor  trade  are  understandably 
upset  that  the  public  Press  has  been  able 
to  quote  a  member  of  their  trade  as  saying 
that  that  trade  has  “become  diseased  and 
undignified.”  but  the  main  cause  of  offence 
was  the  reference  to  the  “back  street  trader 
and  auctioneer.” 

In  the  first  place.  It  Is  being  pointed  out, 
many,  many  I.M.I.  members  and  other 


reputable  garagists  are  “back  street  traders” 
doing  a  good  Job  of  work.  A  lot  cannot 
Improve  their  position  because  of  building 
restrictions  or  inability  to  expand  or  to 
find  another  site  .  .  .  and.  It  Is  rightly 
argued,  did  not  all  the  major  garage  con¬ 
cerns  start  in  a  back  street?  And  as  for 
motor  auctioneers,  are  not  the  majority 
carrying  on  a  perfectly  re.spectable  and 
useful  business? 

Institute’s  strength 

Mr.  Johnson  apparently  went  on  to  say 
that  membership  of  the  Institute  had  risen 
from  50  to  7,000  in  a  quarter  of  a  century 
and  he  felt  that  it  was  now  in  a  position  to 
organise  and  control  the  industry  with  the 
support  of  its  members. 

The  industry’s  need  for  a  larger  member- 
.shlp  of  the  Institute  was  emphasised  by 
A.  S.  Rymer.  The  industry  already  had  the 
■skill,  the  premises  and  the  know-how.  To 
make  the  most  of  these,  it  was  neces.sary 
for  traders  to  join  the  I.M.I. 

Principal  R.  Kagan  of  the  York  Technical 
College,  said  times  had  changed  since  his 
younger  days,  when  he  and  his  contempor¬ 
aries  were  expected  to  spend  their  spare 
time  in  education  and  study. 

Ian  Appleyard,  who  with  his  wife,  Pat, 
was  the  chief  guest,  related  experiences  on 
continental  rallies.

Gradual  development 

TT  -rNLIKE  the  Motor  Show, 


neither  the 

U  Royal  nor  the  Smithfield  are  regarded 
by  manufacturers  as  the  essential  time 
to  introduce  new  models  and  new  develop¬ 
ments.  True,  some  do  take  advantage  of 
the  interest  shown  in  the  exhibition  to 
announce  something,  but  seldom  in  the 
same  "planned”  way  that  attends  those 
hectic  weeks  before  the  Motor  Show. 

Thus  it  is  that  few  people  go  to  the  Smith- 
field  Show  (which  closes  its  doors  for  1953 
to-night)  expecting  to  see  something  excit¬ 
ingly  new.  In  any  case,  development  in  the 
farm  machinery  world  is  a  day-to-day  one 
and  happens  in  a  gradual  way;  and.  so  far 
as  tractors  are  concerned,  the  changing  of 
one  model  for  another  usually  comes  but 
once  in  several  years. 

No,  there  has  been  nothing  to  draw  the 
crowds  to  any  one  particular  stand  at  Earls 
Court  this  December — except,  perhaps,  the 
Kogmuddle  Rotary  Niggler  and  Fidgeter  on 
the  Fetter  stand!  The  “new”  models  have 
mostly  been  modifications  of  earlier  designs; 
others  have  been  about  for  a  long  time  or, 
even  if  making  their  first  show  appearance, 
have  been  in  production  for  a  matter  of 
months.  What  the  Smithfield  exhibition 
has  shown  is  the  Increasing  versatility  of 
farm  power  units  and  machinery  generally. 

It  has  .shown,  too,  that  what  was  essen¬ 
tially  the  fat  .stock  show  of  the  year  is 
having  this  tradition  squeezed  out  by  the 
machinery  side.  The  trade  stands  are  in¬ 
creasing  in  number,  while  the  animals  are 


Modified  crawler  tractor 

Ransomes,  Sims  uiid  Jefferies,  Ltd.,  have 
modified  their  little  MG  crawler  tractor,  now 
calling  it  the  MG6.  The  modifications  have 
simplified  the  model  in  many  ways,  and 
have  at  the  same  time  Increased  the  ver.sa- 
tllity.  The  engine  is  a  600  c.c.  unit  develop¬ 
ing  7  b.h.p.  at  2,200  r.p.m.  Fuel  consumption 
is  said  to  be  4-5  pints  an  hour  under  aver¬ 
age  conditions. 

Garner  Moliile  Equipment,  Ltd.,  have 
brought  out  a  new  10  h.p.  tractor,  stream¬ 
lining  it  .somewhat  and  introducing  a 
number  of  improvements.

While  on  the  subject  of  Perkins’  diesels, 
the  Peterborough  company  have  been  show¬ 
ing  on  their  own  .stand  the  P3(TA)  conver¬ 
sion  pack  for  the  Allis  Chalmers  B  tractor, 
the  P4(C)  conversion  for  the  I.and-Rover 
and  the  P6(C)  diesel  conversion  pack  for 
the  Humber  Super  Snipe  car  (Mark  I-IV). 
It  is  felt  that  the  two  latter  units  .should 
be  of  particular  Interest  to  farmer  customers. 

The  Ford  Motor  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  new

Hedge>cutting  attachment

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The  Goods  Transport  Levy 

Amounts  which  must  be  paid  when  renewing  annual 
road  licences  in  1954  and  1955 


This  useful  summary  of  the  transport 
levy  requirements  is  reproduced  from  the 
December  issue  of  "M.A.A.  News”:  — 

Based  on  unladen  weight 

IN  respect  of  the  years  1954  and  1955 
owners  of  goods  vehicles  exceeding  11 
tons  unladen  weight,  and  which  pay  a 
commercial  vehicle  Road  Fund  tax,  will  be 
required  to  pay  a  transport  levy  in  respect 
of  each  such  vehicle  when  renewing  the 
annual  road  licence.  This  levy  will  be 
payable  to  the  Licensing  Authorities  along 
with  the  ordinary  licence  duty.  The  levy 
varies  according  to  the  unladen  weight  of 
the  commercial  vehicle,  and  the  scale  of 
levies  is  set  out  on  the  Goods  Vehicle 
Licence  Renewal  Form  (R.F.4),  which  is  now 
obtainable  from  the  usual  offices. 

The  levy  is  imposed  by  the  Transport  Act, 
1953,  under  which  road  haulage  vehicles  are 
being  denationalised.  The  levy  is  to  com¬ 
pensate  the  Transport  Commission  for  the 
loss  which  will  be  suffered  on  the  sale  of 
its  road  haulage  vehicles. 

The  levy  has  been  imposed  for  each  of  the 
years  1954  and  1955,  and  if  the  total  loss 
is  not  then  covered  the  levy  will  be  con¬ 
tinued,  at  a  rate  to  be  specified  by  the 
Minister  of  Transport,  for  each  period  of 
three  years  after  1955. 

Goods  vehicles  which  pay  a  trailer  tax  are 
required  to  pay  an  additional  levy.  The 
levy  is  also  payable  on  tractors  of  any 
weight,  except  those  taxable  at  the  £2  flat 
rate,  and  tractors  exempt  from  licence  duty. 


It  should  be  noted  that  no  transport  levy 
is  payable  on  unlicensed  goods  vehicles 
which  may  be  used  by  motor  traders  under 
general  trade  plates. 

The  following  examples  will  give  some 
idea  of  the  amounts  that  will  be  payable 
for  vehicles  under  the  Transport  Levy  ;  —

Govt.  Vehicle  Testing  Stations  ? 


Foreshadowed  by  M.o.T.  official 

Despite  the  statement  made  in  the 
Commons  by  Mr.  Lennox-Boyd,  Mini¬ 
ster  of  Transport,  that  he  could’ not  at 
present  contemplate  Introducing  a  system 
of  compulsory  vehicle  tests,  owing  to  the 
expense  involved,  the  possibility  of  the  set¬ 
ting  up  of  a  chain  of  Government  stations 
for  this  purpose  was  mentioned  by  Mr.  E.  Y. 
Bannard.  of  the  Ministry’s  traffic  and  safety 
division,  at  Wolverhampton. 

He  was  replying  to  a  question  on  the  sub¬ 


ject  put  by  the  Chief  Constable  of  Wolver¬ 
hampton  at  a  conference  of  two  Midland 
Accident  Prevention  Committees. 

“We  know  what  has  been  done  in  America 
on  these  lines,’’  Mr.  Bannard  said  “and  that 
the  States  which  have  testing  stations  have 
a  better  accident  record  than  comparable 
States  which  do  not. 

“We  are  wondering  whether  in  this 
country  some  sort  of  pilot  experiment  could 
he  started — in  fact  it  is  one  of  the  things 
we  have  in  mind  when  money  is  available."

Pre-cast  concrete  building 

OON  after  Director  D.  G.  Lamb, 
of  Lamb’s,  Ltd,,  Woodford  Green, 
Essex,  asked  in  our  Motor  Trade 
Parliament  (October  17  issue),  for 
advice  on  the  best  type  of  building  to 
use  for  a  canteen  for  his  employees. 
Managing  Director  J.  Hindle.  of 
Hindle  Auto  Products,  Ltd.,  the  com¬ 
ponent  manufacturers,  of  Hapco 
Works,  Caledonia  Street.  Bradford, 
wrote  to  say  that  his  firm  had  recently 
erected  a  Ministry  of  Works  pattern 
building  which  might  suit  Mr.  Lamb’s 
purpose. 

In  the  neighbourly  spirit  which 
characterises  “G.  and  M.A.”  readers, 
Mr.  Hindle  offered  to  supply  a  plan 
showing  the  layout  of  the  premises  if 
it  would  help  Mr.  Lamb.  The  plan 
has  since  arrived,  and  we  have  had 
it  redrawn  for  publication,  in  the  hope 
that  it  will  be  of  assistance  to  Mr. 
Lamb  and  to  other  readers  who  are 
faced  with  a  similar  problem  of  pro¬ 
viding  canteen  facilities. 

Cost  kept  low 

Mr.  Hindle  says:  “We  are  serving 
between  50  and  70  meals  daily  in  one 
sitting  with  the  present  arrangement. 
Doubtless  there  are  many  improve¬ 
ments  which  could  be  made,  but  our 
concern  was  to  keep  the  cost  as  low 
as  possible  commensurate  with  an 
attractive  room  and  the  necessary 
facilities  for  social  events,  as  well  as 
the  serving  of  meals. 

“Originally,  the  kitchen  portion 
was  somewhat  less  than  shown.  The 
present  arrangement,  however,  gives 
adequate  working  room  for  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  the  food,  and  the  move¬ 
ment  between  the  various  hot 
cupboards  and  stoves  plus  the 
washing-up  facilities. 


“The  refrigerator  and  the  store 
place  were  partitioned  off  at  a  later 
date.  These  are  both  essential  fea¬ 
tures. 

“The  original  building  was  pur¬ 
chased  secondhand  from  a  military 
camp,  but  it  is  a  standard  type,  and 
the  parts  can  be  purchased  from  the 
pre-cast  concrete  people.  The  floor  at 
present  is  concrete  painted  over,  but 
preferably  a  wood  floor  would  be  a 
great  improvement,  although  here 
again  the  question  of  expense  enters 
into  it. 

“Heating  is  by  suspended  gas 
heaters,  and  there  is  also  a  large  size 
fan  to  take  out  the  steam  and  odours 
at  the  kitchen  end,’’ 

Plenty  of  ventilation 

As  will  be  seen,  the  main  building 
is  60  feet  long  by  19  feet  wide,  'This 
is  of  pre-cast  concrete,  with  asbestos 
sheeting  for  the  wall  and  roof.  The 
walls  and  ceiling  are  lined  with  hard- 
board.  The  dotted  line  rectangles 
shown  in  the  plan  and  elevation  indi¬ 
cate  the  position  of  eight  Colt  vents 
in  the  roof.  There  is  also  a  louvre 
vent  in  the  staff  entry  end  of  the 
building,  as  shown  in  the  end  eleva¬ 
tion. 

The  fridge  and  store  measure  6ft. 
by  S^ft.  each,  and  the  kitchen  section 
occupies  18ft.  by  12ft.  Three  cookers 
are  located  against  the  two  walls 
adjoining  the  kitchen  entry,  the  rest 
of  the  wall  space  being  devoted  to 
preparation  and  washing-up  facilities, 
and  the  service  counter. 

Sitting-down  space  inside  the  can¬ 
teen  measures  41ft.  6in.  by  18ft. 

Toilet  accommodation  has  been 
added  to  the  main  building  in  a  brick- 
built  structure  with  9in.  walls,  mea¬ 
suring  14ft.  6in.  by  12ft. 
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Daily  in  this  Canteen

Old  battleground 

SPEAKING  in  a  part  of  the  world  where 
not  so  long  ago  petrol  was  the  subject 
of  a  battle  royal  between  the  local  garage 
trade  and  the  petrol  companies,  it  was  not 
surprising  that  Deputy  President  Harold  A. 
Smith  made  quite  a  feature  of  this  volatile 
liquid  when  he  spoke  at  the  annual  dinner- 
dance  of  the  Dales  Section  of  the  Motor 
Agents’  Association  at  Richmond,  Yorks,  on 
Friday  last  week. 

After  saying  that  the  Dalesmen  had  taken 
on  the  big  battalions  and  won  their  fight, 
he  went  on  to  remark  that  while  100  per 
creiit.  representation  appeared  to  have  come 
to  stay,  tlie  free  gift  Imsiness  seemed  to 
liave  faded  out. 

These  gifts  had  never  sold  a  single  extra 
gallon  of  petnd,  lie  maintained.  It  took 
service  on  the  forecourt  to  do  that.  He  also 
urged  the  need  for  a  cut  in  the  fuel  tax, 
which  was  such  a  substantial  factor  in  the 
cost  of  living.  On  the  domestic  side,  how¬ 
ever,  he  still  hoped  the  petrol  companies 
would  “meet  us  together  round  the  table.” 

Of  tyres,  Mr.  Smith  said  they  must  be 
patient  and  wait  to  hear  what  were  the 
manufacturers’  plans  for  the  period  begin¬ 
ning  Jan.  1.  But  whatever  happened,  there 
must  be  orderly  marketing  and  no  return 


to  “Jungle  conditions.”  There  should  he  no 
rushing  into  arrangements  with  anyone 
until  they  knew  where  they  stood.  In  the 
meantime  all  he  could  say  was:  “Kuy  within 
the  family,” 

The  Deputy  President  was  responding  to 
a  toast  to  the  guests  proposed  by  the  Dales 
Section  Chairman,  K.  .>IcComhle  Metcalfe, 
who  is  also  this  year’s  Yorkshire  Division 
Chairman.  Mr.  Metcalfe — in  the  one 
moment  that  he  was  serious — thanked 
“Tiger”  Smith  for  his  work  as  President  last 
year,  and  Mr.  Smith  said  in  reply  that 
during  his  term  of  office  he  had  done  a  lot 
on  the  publicity  side,  and  he  felt  that  this 
was  largely  responsible  for  the  increase  in 
M.A.A.  membership,  which  now  represented 
over  90  per  cent,  of  the  trade. 

“Crawling”  to  motorists 

Also  replying  for  the  guests  was  Ian 
Appleyard  .  .  .  “Who  with  his  wife,  Pat.  had 
put  the  motor  trade  on  the  map,”  as 
“  ’Combie”  said.  Mr.  Appleyard,  who  for 
the  time  being  has  dropped  rally  driving  to 
concentrate  on  business,  said  things  had 
changed.  No  longer  would  the  motorist 
come  “crawling  to  us”;  in  the  future  we’ve 
got  to  “crawl  to  them — ^and  give  them 
service.” 


When  Christmas  Boxes  are  Xot 


Firms  have  been  prosecuted 

HEN  does  a  “Christmas  box” 
end,  and  a  “secret  and  illicit 
commission”  begin?  In  recent 
years  there  have  been  a  number  of 
cases  where  business  Arms  who  main¬ 
tained  that  they  had  meant  to  give 
nothing  but  the  former,  an  innocent 
mark  of  their  appreciation  of  some¬ 
thing  that  had  been  done  for  them, 
were  prosecuted  on  the  ground  that  a 
gift  such  as  theirs  could  only  be  con¬ 
strued  as  a  corrupt  practice — that  is, 
as  an  attempt  to  bribe. 

If  gifts  are  made  to  any  person  who 
is  in  a  position  to  influence  business 


in  the  giver’s  direction,  it  is  necessary 
to  be  careful. 

One  firm  invariably  enclose  with  all 
their  seasonal  remembrancers  (of 
which  they  send  out  a  considerable 
number,  apart  from  those  handed 
direct  to  the  staff)  a  card  which  reads: 
“The  presenting  of  the  season’s  greet¬ 
ings  in  this  form,  purely  in  apprecia- 
ion  of  past  services  rendered,  is  a 
long-standing  custom  with  this  firm.” 

Any  notice  of  the  kind  would  amount 
to  the  “sufficient  disclosure”  required 
by  law — although,  needless  to  say,  it 
would  give  no  protection  in  the  case  of 
any  proved  illicit  commission. — M.H.

HEN  in  1946  Ted  Carpenter 
took  over  small  premises  in 
Newton  Abbot  to  start  an 
engine  reconditioning  business  he  had 
not  thought  about  going  into  the 
garage  trade  proper.  But  he  is  very 
much  in  it  now — in  a  row  of  cottages. 

The  premises  had  been  used  by  a 
taxi  operator  who  ran  a  small  fleet 
at  the  nearby  station.  There  were  a 
couple  of  petrol  pumps  and  just  room 
enough  to  garage  a  few  cars,  and  it 
was  here  that  Ted,  formerly  service 
manager  at  Western  Garage,  Ltd.,  in 
the  same  town,  set  himself  up  with  a 
range  of  machine  tools. 

To-day,  that  little  place  is  just  one 
end  of  a  row  of  six  cottages  that  have 
been  turned  into  Ted’s  Garage,  Ltd., 
for  the  success  of  his  reconditioning 
business  had  led  to  so  many  inquiries 
about  work  of  a  wider  nature  that 
Ted  Carpenter  decided  to  take  the 
step. 

He  built  a  reinforced  concrete  work¬ 
shop  where  the  cottage  gardens  had 
been,  and  cut  away  a  couple  of  down¬ 
stairs  rooms  in  one  to  make  an 
entrance,  from  which  a  ramp  leads 


down  to  the  lower  level.  The  kitchen 
and  living  room  of  another  were  cut 
away  to  make  a  showroom. 

Two  upstairs  rooms  have  been 
turned  into  offices,  and  what  is  left 
has  been  made  into  flats  for  some  of 
the  staff  of  16.  Plans  are  in  hand  for 
an  extension  of  the  workshop  along 
the  back  and  to  build  it  up  by  another 
storey.  One  side  of  the  workshop  now 
houses  the  hard-worked  machine  shop 
— for  the  reconditioning  business  has 
still  gone  on  apace — while  elsewhere 
there  is  a  Skyhi  four-post  electric  lift, 
and  a  wash  equipped  with  Wakefield 
pressure-wash  unit.

High-performance  engines 

A  FEATURE  of  modern  car  engines  Is 
that  they  are  designed  for  very  high 
performance,  a  performance  depending 
very  much  on  the  standard  of  tuning.

Pub¬ 
lished  by  Crypton  Equipment,  Ltd.,  it  covers 
the  field  most  ably,  with  the  aid  of  dia¬ 
grams,  tables  and  other  illustrations. 

The  booklet  explains  that  the  term  “tune- 
up,”  frequently  misunderstood  and  often 
abused,  does  not  mean  making  haphazard 
“tuning”  adjustments  or  tinkering  until  the 
engine  “seems  to  run  better.” 

No,  the  purpose  of  tuning-up  is  to  restore 
normal  performance  and  economy  by 
restoring  the  factory  standards  of  adjust¬ 
ment  which  were  initially  responsible  for 
the  engine’s  performance.  And  to  do  this  it 
is  necessary  to  make  an  accurate  test  of  the 
performance  divisions  of  the  engine  :  Com¬ 
pression,  ignition,  carburettlon.  In  other 
words,  and  in  short,  the  approach  must  be 
scientific. 

“Modern  Motor  Tune-up”  says  the  opera¬ 
tion  has  two  directions  :  (1)  Correcting  com¬ 


plaints;  (2)  maintaining  performance.  But 
the  approach  is  basically  the  same  in  both 
cases. 

The  booklet  goes  on  to  take  the  reader 
on  to  deal  with  a  few  points  specifically 
under  the  heading  “Correcting  Complaints,” 
and  then  discusses  maintaining  original 
performance  by  means  of  tunlng-up  at  3,000- 
mile  Intervals. 

A  number  of  pages  are  devoted  to  a 
treatise  on  the  modern  automobile  engine, 
underlining  reasons  for  the  need  of  a  tune- 
up  service,  and  pointing  out  that  the  ex¬ 
tremely  limited  time  Intervals  make  pre¬ 
cision  adjustment  essential. 

All  relevant  engine  points  are  dealt  with  : 
ignition,  carburettlon,  valves,  combustion 
generally  and  so  on. 

Rest  of  the  publication  deals  mostly  with 
Crypton  systems  of  diagnosis  and  with  the 
Arm’s  range  of  equipment  offered.

An  expert  gives  some  practical  advice  on  an  often 
taken~for- granted  piece  of  equipment 


Six  “don’ts” 

ONSIDER  your  safe!  Every 
evening,  possibly  for  years  and 
years,  you  have  walked  across  to 
it  and  placed  a  handful  of  documents 
behind  its  stout  door,  locked  it  up  and 
given  it  no  further  thought.  The  action 
is  mechanical,  a  matter  of  routine; 
the  safe,  a  piece  of  equipment  so 
familiar  that  you  are  scarcely  con¬ 
scious  of  it — like  the  picture  on  the 
calendar. 

It’s  a  curious  fact  that,  while  a  man 
tends  to  collect  a  few  general  hints 
about  the  care  of  his  car,  his  television, 
his  cigarette-lighter,  he  doesn’t  realise 
he  could  profit  by  some  information 
on  how  to  achieve  the  utmost  security 
from  his  safe. 

First  of  all.  I  do  not  think  it  is 
realised  that  not  all  safes  give  the 
same  degree  of  security.  Some  give 
protection  against  fire,  some  against 
burglary,  some  against  both.  And

some  safes  give  more  protection  than 
others  against  one  or  both  of  these 
perils. 

It  might  be  simpler  to  set  out  some 
Important  facts  about  your  safe  in  the 
form  of  half  a  dozen  “Don’ts”: — 

DON’T  forget  that,  in  the  case  of 
fire-risk,  danger  arises  almost  as  much 
from  fall  and  impact  as  from  flames

and,  therefore,  it  is  essential  that  fire- 
resisting  equipment  should  be  strongly 
constructed  so  that  it  will  withstand 
the  terrific  impact  of  fall  from  upper 
floors  of  burning  and  collapsing  build¬ 
ings  and  the  shock  sustained  by  falling 
masonry  and  heavy  girders. 

DON’T  use  your  telephone  number, 
house  number  or  birthday  as  an  opera¬ 
tive  number  of  your  combination  lock. 
This  may  make  it  easy  for  you  to 
remember,  but  burglars  are  wise  to  the 
practice.  Members  of  the  British 
Intelligence  Service  went  into  Ger¬ 
many  during  the  war  and  opened 
many  combination  locks  first  try  with 
the  date  of  Hitler’s  birth. 

Loose  documents 

DON’T  put  loose  documents  in  a  fire- 
resisting  safe.  It  is  advisable  to  put 
them  first  in  a  folder  or  envelope,  and 
in  the  safe  drawer,  if  there  is  one. 

DON’T  buy  a  secondhand  safe 
unless  it  is  recommended  by  a  safe 
manufacturer  of  repute.  There  are. 
on  the  market,  hundreds  of  war-time 
blitz-casualty  safes  that  have  been 
refurbished  with  a  dash  of  paint,  but 
cannot  be  relied  on  to  give  security 
against  burglary  or  fire.  Crime  detec¬ 
tives  at  Scotland  Yard  reveal  that 
many  a  City  burglary  has  been  suc¬ 
cessfully  accomplished  where  the 
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victim  has  stored  his  valuables  in  an 
unreliable  safe. 

DON’T  keep  your  duplicate  key  in 
the  safe.  If  you  lose  the  other  one 
you  are  sunk!  This  practice,  still  sur¬ 
prisingly  common,  is  as  sensible  as 
giving  burial  instructions  in  one’s  will 
— which  is  always  read  after  the  inter¬ 
ment!

DON’T  continue  to  use  a  safe  after 
it  has  been  through  one  fire  without 
getting  it  recharged  with  the  fire- 


resistant  chemical.  This  is  a  special 
compound  which  gives  off  moisture  at 
the  approach  of  intense  heat  and 
thereby  preserves  the  contents  of  the 
safe. 

No  such  thing 

Lastly,  it  is  important  to  keep  in 
mind  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a 
“fire-proof”  or  “thief-proof”  safe.  All 
safes  offer  resistance  to  burglary  and 
Are.  but  in  varying  degrees  and  lengths 
of  time.  Consider  your  need  and  pur¬ 
chase  a  safe  which  you  are  assured 
will  cover  it.  Given  all  the  time  in  the 
world,  one  could  achieve  almost  any¬ 
thing.

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Just  a  sample 

Last  week’s  “Witless  Wednesday” 
was,  among  other  things,  highly 
illuminating.  It  was  a  try-out, 
and  it  worked.  There  were  optimists 
who  thought  an  attempt  at  mass 
sabotage  on  production  unlikely,  and 
would  have  expected  it  to  flop,  if 
made.  They  were  proved  wrong,  un¬ 
fortunately.  Warnings  on  the  subject 
of  strikes  have  appeared  in  our 
columns  frequently  ■  during  recent 
months,  and  now  that  the  sample 
packet  has  been  delivered,  everybody 
in  industry  must  be  alive  to  the  threat 
and  its  several  implications.  First 
point  to  be  noted  about  these  up¬ 
heavals  is  that  they  are  entirely  dif¬ 
ferent  in  character  from  those  we  ex¬ 
perienced  before  the  war,  including 
the  general  strike  of  1926.  They  have 
a  different  object,  if  only  in  the  back¬ 
ground,  and  are  organised  with  a  dif¬ 
ferent  technique.  And  the  question  is 
what  industry,  and  indeed  the  whole 
community,  is  going  to  do  about  it. 

The  gospel  for  now 

STRIKES  like  the  one  we  had  last 
week,  “go  slow”  tactics,  and  all 
that  kind  of  nonsense,  are  due, 
basically,  to  just  one  thing — and  that 
is  plain,  simple  ignorance.  The  men 
fall  for  the  arguments  of  the  agitators 
because  they  know  no  better.  If  they 
did,  they  would  realise  that  what  they 
are  doing  is  against  their  own  inter¬ 
ests.  What  they  need,  in  fact,  is  fur¬ 
ther  education  in  elementary  eco¬ 
nomics — and  that  is  what  we  should 
Set  about  providing.  It  is  the  gospel  of 
work  that  needs  to  be  expounded, 
starting  from  the  basic  truth  that  if  a 
man  will  not  do  his  job,  then  neither 
shall  he  eat,  or  at  any  rate  not  so  well. 


The  practical  problem  concerns  ways 
and  means  of  putting  it  over;  the  first 
essential  being  that  it  would  have  to 
be  done  non-politically.  That  rules  out 
action  by  any  Government,  present  or 
future,  and  the  campaign  would  also 
be  suspect  if  it  were  run  by  any  par¬ 
ticular  section  of  the  community,  for 
instance,  the  employers  of  labour.  The 
thing  could  only  be  achieved  effec¬ 
tively  as  a  joint  effort  by  different 
interests,  and  groups,  of  varying 
opinions  on  most  subjects  other  than 
the  national  wellbeing.  This  is  no 
more  than  the  germ  of  an  idea,  but  it 
could  be  worth  further  thought,  and 
some  cultivation,  I  think.  The  motor 
industry  happens  to  be  among  the 
main  targets  of  the  saboteurs.  For 
that  reason  we  in  the  trade  should  be 
taking  a  lead  in  the  counter  attack. 

When  winter  smites 

The  extraordinarily  mild  weather 
can  hardly  have  helped  the  sales 
of  anti-freeze,  and  other  things 
motor  owners  buy  at  this  time  of 
year.  But  the  St.  Martin’s  summer 
cannot  go  on  much  longer,  and  when 
winter  comes  it  may  do  so  with  a 
vengeance.  Things  usually  work  out 
that  way,  and  what  generally  happens 
is  that  some  of  the  customers  get 
most  expensively  nipped  by  the  first 
hard  frost.  A  bit  of  salesmanship  now 
on  the  part  of  garages  could  save  quite 
a  few  cracked  cylinder  blocks.  There 
will  always  be  those,  though,  who  will 
not  use  anti-freeze,  probably  for  the 
reason  that  their  motors  are  heavy  on 
water.  What  many  of  them  are  in 
the  market  for  is  an  improvement  that 
could  be  devised  quite  easily  in  the 
majority  of  cases.  Drain  cocks  are 
often  flddley  to  turn;  plugs  are  even 
more  inconvenient.  What  is  wanted 
is  a  tap  with  a  good  long  handle,  pos¬ 
sibly  with  a  bend  in  it  to  give  maxi¬ 
mum  accessibility.  Among  users  of 
older  cars  particularly  there  should  be 
plenty  of  buyers  for  such  conversions.

“Personal  Motoring” 

Sir, — "Strictly  Entre  Nous”  makes  inter¬ 
esting  reading  every  week.  The  title  Is  apt, 
for  “L.P.J.”  manages  to  convey  the  feeling 
that  we  are  all  having  a  quiet  chat  about 
trade  topics  In  a  friendly  sort  of  way. 

In  your  Issue  of  November  21  he  disagrees 
with  the  President  of  the  S.M.T.A.,  who 
suggested  dropping  the  expression  “pleasure 
motoring”  and  adopting  rather  that  of  “per¬ 
sonal  motoring.” 

We  all  agree  that  ownership  of  a  car  is 
a  good  thing  and  that  the  louder  everybody 
shouts  from  the  housetops  how  proud  they 
are  to  be  owners  of  a  car,  the  happier  the 
retail  trade  will  be.  But  Is  It  not  found 
generally  that  the  owner  of  a  car  who  Is 
using  it  solely  for  other  than  business  rea¬ 
sons  is  very  timid  about  telling  his  friends 
how  much  fun  he  gets  from  his  car? 

The  years  after  the  war  have  altered 
selling  in  respect  of  the  better  quality  type 
of  car,  for  we  have  found  In  a  great  many 
cases  a  definite  sales  resistance  to  a  larger 
car.  This  Is  not  because  of  shortage  of  cash, 
but  because  of  the  fear  of  “what  the  neigh¬ 
bours  might  think.” 

An  owner  of  an  Austin  Sheerline  In  our 
district,  a  very  keen  motorist,  said  he  felt 
conspicuous  nowadays  going  at>out  in  his 
car  because  of  the  “proflts-cannot-hlde” 
attitude  of  his  friends.  He  was  rightly 
annoyed,  for  he  had  worked  hard  all  his  life 
to  find  only  envy  when  he  had  made  good. 

How  different  from  our  friends  in  the 
U.S.A.  If  a  neighbour  buys  a  bigger  car 
there  Is  very  little  envy  or  malice.  It's  a 
case  there  of  “Anything  he  can  do.  I  can 
do  better.” 

We  all  recognise  that  there  Is  a  great  antl- 
motorlng  public  In  this  country  who  would 
dearly  like  to  classify  all  motorists  as 
“pleasure”  motorists  and  have  us  taxed 
accordingly. 

It  would  be  reasonably  .safe  to  say  that 
only  about  10  per  cent,  of  the  motorists

who  come  into  our  garage  are  pleasure 
motorists.  I  wonder  what  the  average 
would  be  for  the  whole  country? 

It  is  time  more  fuss  was  made  by  our 
a.ssociatlons  about  the  so-called  “luxury”  of 
a  motor  car — that  day  has  gone.  So  until 
that  is  done  I  feel  we  should  talk  rather  of 
“personal”  rather  than  of  “plea.sure” 
motoring. 

It  is  a  pity  we  should  soft  pedal  like  this, 
but  the  modern  Idea  of  “fair  shares  for  all” 
has  taken  away  a  lot  of  the  bite  from  life, 
and  only  envy  remains. 

Let  us  all  do  a  lot  more  “tub-thumping” 
about  the  deplorable  state  of  our  roads  and 
the  money  and  time  lost  through  their 
IneCaclency.  We  have  got  to  educate  the 
general  public  that  good  roads  and  elBclent 
transport  facilities  are  a  nation’s  life  blood. 
When  we  have  done  this  we  can  talk  about 
“pleasure”  motoring  till  the  cows  come 
home,  for  the  envious  ones  of  to-day  will 
be  the  car  owners  of  to-morrow.

Well,  the  point  is  that  only  this  week  I 
came  across  Harry  Martin’s  advertisement 
when  he  was  seeking  a  Job.

As  for  \"L.P.J.’8’’  other  remarks  about 
Britain  paying  royalty  for  a  foreign  design, 
surely  he  has  not  forgotten  that  when  the 
White  Steam  Car  people  decided  on  a  major 
move,  viz,  going  from  steam  to  petrol,  they 
bought  a  Pi-ench  Delahaye  licence.  I  think 
if  I  dug  deeper,  that  It  would  be  at  about 
the  time  when  Delahaye  and  several  others 
were  British  companies  as  far  as  finance 
went,  though  they  had  works  abroad  (like 
Darracq,  Corre  and  Lacoste  and  Battmann. 
Rochet-Schnetder  and  Martini  and  so  on — 
lots  of  them).  We  probably  got  a  bit  out 
of  it.

Blumfleld  electric  vehicle  (of  1894)  the 
drawings  of  which  I  believe  still  exist.  Made 
on  contract  by  the  Raglan  Cycle  Co.,  it  wa.s 
paid  for,  oddly  enough,  by  a  steel  company 
who  financed  the  experiments.  I  heard  of 
Mr.  Garrard  a  few  weeks  ago  when  at  “Lyn¬ 
wood.”  Mr.  Blumheld  I  know  quite  well 
and  admire  his  touch  with  photography.  I 
went  hundreds  of  miles  to  get  this  car  story, 
knowing  that  I  could  find  the  one  man  who 
knew  the  financial  side,  as  he  was  the  com¬ 
mercial  partner  in  Taylor,  Cooper  and 
Bednell,  Ltd.  (Raglan).  All  the  records 
went  in  the  Coventry  blitz. 

I  best  remember  Mr.  Bednell  when  a  num¬ 
ber  of  Coventry  manufacturers  were  walk¬ 
ing  the  financial  tight  rope  In  the  thirties. 
He  stood  as  liaison  between  the  production 
lines  at  Lucas  and  the  car  maker.  Those 
may  have  been  the  days,  but  these  are  a  wee 
bit  better? 

I  have  never  been  on  the  council  of  the 
S.M.M.T..  but  that  doesn't  .say  I  know  nowt 


about  the  business.  I  used  to  wander  round 
in  1939  with  the  true  production  programme 
of  every  worthwhile  car  maker  in  this 
country  tucked  in  my  wallet.  The  emphasis 
falls  on  the  word  “true”  because  they  were 
manufacturing  schedules  to  which  suppliers 
tied  up,  see? 

Bluff  wouldn’t  work  because  it  wouldn't 
have  got  either  party  very  far,  though  it 
was,  of  course,  tried.  The  pet  bluff  story 
was  “Line  held  up  for  deliveries.”  Many  a 
time  I’ve  leaped  In  my  car  and  got  there 
to  see  the  lines  held  up.  They  were  as  busy 
as  blazes  and  one  more  company  was  self- 
condemned  as  a  bluffer. 

Most  interesting,  but  it  is  time  I  shut  up, 
which  I  now  do  before  somebody  sends  me  a 
cable.

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Transformed  show 

F  the  “G.  and  M.A.”  readers 
who  saw  the  Smithfield  Show 
this  week,  quite  a  few  probably 
remember  it  in  the  old,  pre-recent-war 
days  at  the  Agricultural  Hall.  The 
contrast  between  things  as  they  were 
at  Islington  and  as  they  nowadays  are 
is  something  that  perhaps  they  alone 
can  appreciate  to  the  full.  But  others 
can  take  it  that  there  has  been  not 
only  a  change  but  a  complete  trans¬ 
formation. 

Our  Industry's  Tractor  Division,  to  repeat 
the  convenient  phrase  that  I  used  last 
week,  is  now  mature.  In  the  Agricultural 
Hall  days  It  was  still  untidily  adolescent, 
besides  being  a  mere  sideline  for  the  trade. 
But  now  it  has  grown  up,  and  attained 
divisional  status. 

For  that  we  have  to  thank  the  men  who 
worked,  and  indeed  had  sometimes  to  fight 
like  tigers,  to  remodel  the  show,  and  get  it 
restarted  on  a  new  basis,  to  suit  the  changed 
times.  Names  could  be  named,  and  one 
would  like  to  do  that.  But  it  might  cause 
embarra-ssment. 

The  further  outlook 

Prom  what  I  saw  of  it  in  the  early  part 
of  the  week,  the  show  was  quite  phenomen¬ 
ally  successful.  But  that  is  a  small  point, 
really,  in  comparison  with  the  results 
Britain’s  tractor  makers  are  achieving 
particularly  in  the  matter  of  earning  dol¬ 
lars.  Before  the  war,  the  idea  of  American 
farmers  buying  British  tractors  would  have 
been  laughed  off  as  preposterous.  Yet  look 
what  Fords  are  doing.  Their  sales  to  the 
U.S.A.  for  the  not-too-promislng  month  of 
September  were  far  ahead  of  the  estimates. 
Nor  are  they  the  only  factory  doing  busi¬ 
ness  across  the  Atlantic. 

Getting  back  to  Smithfield,  it  may  not  be 
generally  realised  that  a  large  number  of 
would-be  exhibitors  could  not  be  accommo¬ 
dated.  The  organising  committee  will  have 
to  do  some  very  hard  thinking  about  this 
problem  next  year,  and  it  could  even  be 
that  they  will  be  forced  into  a  decision  that 
would  be  regretted  by  many. 

Without  the  livestock,  this  affair  would

lose  its  character.  The  sounds — and  smells 
— as  well  as  the  sight  of  the  beasts  are  part 
of  the  picture.  Without  them,  it  would  be¬ 
come  Just  a  machinery  show,  and  one  sup¬ 
poses  that  the  Smithfield  section  proper 
would  be  transferred  to  another  building. 
That  would  be  sad,  but  it  looks  very  much 
as  though  we  should  have  to  come  to  it. 

On  the  other  hand,  despite  the  fact  that 
this  has  become  by  far  the  most  important 
fixture  in  the  tractor  trading  year,  I  do  not 
see  the  summer  agricultural  shows  being 
affected.  They  still  have  a  place,  and  that 
seems  to  be  the  opinion  of  most  knowledge¬ 
able  members  of  the  industry. 

Engineering  aspects 

The  show  was  progressive  rather  than 
sensational.  Harry  Ferguson  did  not  bring 
his  new  and  larger  model  along,  as  some  had 
thought  he  might,  and  there  were  no  fan¬ 
fares  or  spotlights.  Instead,  plenty  of  good, 
solid  Improvement  was  discernible;  in  the 
cleaning-up  of  design  and  styling;  in  com¬ 
fort  and  convenience.  All  of  which  is  indi¬ 
cative  of  maturity. 

At  this  point  I  cannot  resist  relating  one 
of  the  better  stories  of  the  show.  A 
Journalist  was  nosing  round  the  stands  in 
pursuit  of  his  profession;  on  one  of  them 
he  saw  something  that  brought  back  mem¬ 
ories  of  his  boyhood  in  the  country.  Having 
to  be  careful  over  this,  I  can  only  describe 
the  exhibit  as  a  “contrivance,”  but  the 
point  was  that  it  showed  many  of  the  design 
features  that  were  common  in  the  last  cen¬ 
tury.  The  scribe  took  it  to  be  an  historical 
exhibit,  put  in,  he  thought,  as  evidence  of 
the  durability  of  the  firm’s  products,  or 
something  like  that.  With  that  idea,  he 
sought  an  attendant  to  get  the  full  story, 
but  paused,  fortunately,  before  he  found 
one.  There  were  other  assemblies  about,  of 
similar  design,  and  he  realised  that  he  was 
in  fact  viewing  the  factory’s  very  latest 
models !

This  comment  was  made  by  Judge  Myles 
Archibald  at  Keighley  County  Court  when 
he  gave  Judgment  for  a  defendant  who 
pleaded  that  he  had  already  paid  a  bill  for 
the  £131  14s.  lOd.  now  claimed  from  him 
by  Bocking  Garage,  Cross  Roads,  Keighley, 
in  respect  of  work  done  and  materials 
supplied. 

The  case  for  the  defendant.  Eric  Mazurk, 
of  East  Manywells  Farm,  Cullingworth,  was 
that  when  he  called  at  plaintiffs’  garage  on 
the  evening  of  Friday,  January  30,  there  was 
one  man  in  the  store  room,  to  whom  he  paid 
the  full  sum  in  cash. 

Defendant  supplied  a  2d.  stamp  in  order 
t<»  liave  the  invoice  receipted,  and  tiie  man 
who  received  tire  money  wrote  across  the 
receipt  “p.p.  Iktcking  tJarage.”

tiffs’  .solicitors  a  letter  demanding  payment 
of  the  amount.

If  the  plain¬ 
tiffs  had  not  received  the  money  everyone 
was  in  sympathy  with  them,  but  it  was 
defendant’s  ca.se  that  lie  liad  paid  the 
money,  and  he  certainly  did  not  wish  to 
pay  It  twice. 

Judge  Archibald  said  he  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  defendant  was  a  truthful 
witness,  and  it  appeared  as  though  he  had 
paid  the  money  to  a  man  who  had  dis¬ 
appeared. 


JAMES  GIBBON  DEAD 

We  regret  to  record  the  death  on  Decem¬ 
ber  1  of  James  Gibbon,  of  James  Gibbon 
(Motors),  Ltd.,  Glasgow.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Scottish  Motor  Trade  Association  for 
many  years. 

He  was  first  elected  to  the  S.M.T.A.  Coun¬ 
cil  In  1928,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the 
years  when  he  was  ineligible  to  serve  under 
the  a.s.soclation’s  constitution,  continued  in 
office  until  1943.  During  that  time  he  was 
President  on  three  occasions — in  1932-3,  in

“AVOID  HASTY  AGREEMENTS”:  M.A.A. 

Repetition  of  the  Motor  Agents’  Associa¬ 
tion  warning  to  all  members  of  the  retail 
motor  trade  not  to  citmmit  themselves  with 
any  tyre  supplier  until  full  details  of  the 
Tyre  Plan  and  all  manufacturers’  policies 
liave  been  published  and  studied,  is  con¬ 
tained  in  a  statement  released  by  President 
T.  Stuart  Malcolm  this  week.  The  state¬ 
ment  reads: — 

"On  Thursday,  December  10,  the  Tyre 
Trade  Joint  Committee  will  have  met  and 
considered  the  tyre  distribution  plan  for 
1954.  At  the  time  of  writing,  I  cannot 
say  what  the  conclusions  will  be  I  think, 
however,  it  is  more  than  likely,  as  was 
forecast  in  the  September  issue  of  ‘M.A.A. 
News.’  that  the  Tyre  Plan  which  will  oper¬ 
ate  from  January  1,  1954.  will  confine  Itself 
to  a  few  basic  principles,  and  that  manu¬ 
facturers  will  adopt  their  own  Individual 
distribution  policies. 

“There  may  be  an  announcement  to  this 
effect  in  the  trade  Press  shortly.  This 
may  be  followed  by  the  announcement  by 
each  tyre  manufacturer  of  his  distribution 
policy,  but  it  may  be  well  towards  the 
end  of  December  before  tyre  traders  can 
be  sent  by  the  T.T.J.C.  full  details  of  the 
new  Tyre  Plan  rules. 

“It  may  be  that  as  soon  as  the  manu¬ 
facturers  announce  their  policies  the  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  various  tyre  suppliers  will 
canvass  the  trade.  In  these  circumstances 
I  strongly  advise  all  members  of  the  retail 
trade  not  to  enter  into  any  commitments 
with  any  tyre  supplier  until  they  have 
studied  the  full  implications  of  the  Tyre 
Distribution  Plan,  and  details  of  all  the 
tyre  manufacturers’  distribution  policies. 
These,  one  can  anticipate,  will  be  widely 
published  to  the  whole  of  the  trade. 

“One  thing  I  wish  to  emphasise  at  this 
stage  is  that  whatever  the  varying  policies 
of  the  individual  manufacturers,  the  M.A.A. 
will  continue  to  do  everything  possible  to 
develop  its  ‘Buy  within  the  family’  policy.”

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VEHICLE  NUMBER  PLATES 

ALI  MINIIM  TYPE  Al'TIIORlSED 

The  Minister  of  Transport  has  made 
regulations  authorl.slng  the  use  of  silver  or 
light  grrey  as  well  as  white  letters  and 
figures  on  the  registration  number  plates 
of  motor  vehicles  (except  where  the  marks 
can  be  illuminated  at  night  by  transpar¬ 
ency  or  translucency),  and  on  hackney 
carriage  plates. 

The  regulations,  which  came  into  force 
on  December  11,  regularise  the  position 
which  arose  as  a  result  of  the  decision  in 
the  Glasgow  Sheriff’s  Court  earlier  this 
year  that  “white”  in  relation  to  vehicle 
number  plates  did  not  include  the  colour 
of  aluminium.

SOLD  DEFECTIVE  USED  CAR 

I  .S.  C’OI  KT  RULE  HEAl.ER  LIABLE 

A  ruling  by  a  UB.  Court  that  a  used-car 
dealer  is  responsible  for  damage  caused  by 
a  car  which  he  has  sold  if  the  purchaser 
has  not  been  informed  of  Its  defects  has 
been  confirmed  by  the  Kentucky  Court  of 
Appeals. 

The  case  arose  after  a  Mr.  William  Hensley 
contended  that  while  driving  a  u.sed  car  he 
had  Just  bought,  at  a  speed  of  about 
25  m.p.h.  he  applied  his  brakes  when  near¬ 
ing  a  cro.ssroad.s,  upon  which  the  car 
skidded,  pinning  a  pedestrian  to  a  wall  and 
cru-shing  his  leg. 

In  the  subsequent  ease  .Mr.  Hensley 
argued  that  responsibility  lay  with  the  car 
dealer  wh«)  had  neglected  to  inform  him  of 
the  brake  fault.  The  court  accepted  the 
argument  and  damages  were  paid  by  the 
dealer. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal  judgment  it  was 
stated:  “It  is  not  too  harsh  a  rule  to  require 
these  dealers  to  u.se  reasonable  care  in 
inspecting  u.sed  cars  before  resale  to  discover 
defects  which  the  customer  often  cannot 
dl.scover  until  too  late.” — B.U.P.

I  Boyd,  Minister  of  Transport,  in  the 
House  of  Commons  this  week  that  the 
Government  have  decided  to  authorise  the 
expenditure  of  about  £50,000,000  on  major 
road  improvements  and  new  road  construc¬ 
tion  was  in  accordance  with  the  promise 
that  “the  Minister  would  make  a  statement 
on  the  road  programme  before  Christmas," 
(Reported  in  “The  G.  and  M.A.”  last  week.) 

Giving  details,  the  Minister  told  the 
House  they  proposed  that  annual  payments 
from  the  Road  Fund  for  this  purpose  should 
rise  from  their  present  level  of  about  £5m. 
u  year  to  between  £14m,  and  £I5m.  In 
1957-58  and  should  rontinue  at  that  level 
for  a  period  of  years. 

The  need  for  completing  preparatory 
work  and  land  acquisition  for  the  larger 
schemes  would  mean  that  actual  physical 
work  in  the  first  two  years  would  be  limited, 
and  the  total  expenditure  relatively  small, 
rising  to  nearly  £12m.  in  1956-57. 

Under  this  programme  it  was  intended 
to  approve  in  the  next  financial  year 
schemes  repre.senting  a  total  Government 
expenditure  over  the  whole  period  of  their 
execution,  of  more  than  £19m.  The  total 
Kxfhequer  expenditure  on  the  sehenies  to 
lie  authorised  in  the  next  three  financial 
years  would  be  about  £50m.

Of  the  .schemes  to  be  approved  in  1954-55, 
involving  an  expenditure  of  over  £19m., 
some  £4im.  would  fall  to  Scotland,  includ¬ 
ing  £3m.  for  the  tunnel  under  the  Clyde. 
The  schemes  also  provided  for  new  by-passes 
on  main  roads  and  more  dual  carriageways. 
New  road  schemes  to  be  undertaken  in 
South  Wales  under  the  three-year  pro¬ 
gramme  would  cost  about  £4m. 

In  addition  to  the  larger  schemes  there 
would  also  be  a  .substantial  number  of 
smaller  schemes  amounting  in  the  first  three 
years  to  several  million  pounds.  In  selecting 
these,  the  .Minister  said,  he  would  have  par¬ 
ticular  regard  to  “black  s|Mits." 

In  explanation  of  the  Government’s  deci¬ 
sion  to  spend  more  money  on  roads.  Mr. 
Lennox-Boyd  said:  “Severe  economies  in 
capital  investment  which  this  Government 


and  their  predecessors  have  been  compelled 
to  practi.se  and  impose,  coming  on  top  of 
war-time  restrictions,  have  meant  that  for 
the  past  14  years  or  so  the  highway  system 
of  this  country  has  been  largely  starved 
of  development.

Commenting  on  the  announcement  by 
the  Minister  of  Tran-sport  on  the  Govern¬ 
ment’s  road  programme.  Chairman  liOrd 
Sandhurst,  of  the  British  Road  Federation, 
said : — 

"The  projects  which  the  Minister  said  are 
likely  to  be  tackled  during  the  next  three 
or  four  y€*ars  are  merely  a  few  which  were 
required  for  19.39  traffic. 

“It  Is  no  giHid  planning  for  yesterday.

tions,  and  don’t  know  where  to  fit 
them.

Stored  18  years 

DO  you  ever  think  about  the  lives 
some  cars  lead  from  the  day 
they  are  bom?  I’ve  had  them 
collapse,  either  from  gearbox  failure, 
engine  seizure,  or  axle  breakdown, 
before  they  get  off  the  road  list. 
Others  I’ve  refused  to  move  because 
of  queer  faults  I  knew  could  not  be 
serviced  outside  the  factory. 

Many  cars,  especially  in  days  gone 
by,  went  into  loving  hands.  The  car 
was  an  exhibition  piece,  and  all  but 
under  a  glass  case  and  ringed  with 
waxen  flowers.  There  is,  however, 
another  group  where  a  car  renders  a 
family  faithful  service  for  many  years 
and  sheer  affection  and  nostalgic 
memory  prevents  husband  (maybe  a 
widower)  or  wife  (maybe  widow)  from 
letting  it  go  to  a  stranger.  I  can 
understand  this,  having  shed  many  a 
silent  tear  over  cars  which  made  life 
possible  for  my  late  wife.  So  I’m 
always  intrigued  by  these  orphan  cars 
locked  up  for  10,  15  or  20  years  seem¬ 
ingly  forgotten,  but  in  truth  very 
much  remembered. 

Thus  I  note  an  advertisement  (it 
has  come  to  me  from  Houston.  Texas, 
where  a  lady  advertises  a  car  stored 
in  a  dry  garage  for  18  years).  It  is 
not  the  way  to  make  a  car  pay  for 
itself — just  a  kink  of  human  nature, 
and  why  not? 


Magazine  comparisons 
Having  a  pre-war  car  myself,  I  am 
interested  to  note  from  “Automobile 
Facts’’  (U.S.A.)  that  “nearly  one-third 
of  our  cars  and  a  fourth  of  our  trucks 
are  still  pre-war  vintage,  12  years  after 
Pearl  Harbour.’’ 

Could  mean  that  the  American 
citizen  now  has  to  think  twice  before 
buying  a  new  car.  As  the  paper  says: 
The  facts  book  shows  that  the  average 
age  of  motor  vehicles  still  is  consider¬ 
ably  higher  than  before  the  war.  In 
1952  passenger  cars  averaged  6.8  years 
compared  with  5.5  years  in  1941, 

In  1941,  only  about  one-eighth  of 
cars  and  trucks  were  in  the  10  years 
or  older  classification.
